Spray Calendar for Apples, Pears, Quince 


Dormant Spray. Use concentrated Lime-Sulphur 
diluted. (See directions on container.) The best 
time to apply is just before the buds begin to open. 
As this spray is for the control of San Jose, Oyster 
Shell and other scale, great care should be exercised 
to thoroughly cover all parts of the tree. The Lime 
Sulphur Solution must come in direct contact with 
the scales to destroy, and one scale left alive may in- 
fest the whole tree. 


First Summer Spray. Use Bordeaux mixture— 
4-6-50 to which has been added one pound Arsenate 
of Lead Powder to each 50 gallons of Bordeaux. Ap- 
ply after the leaf buds burst but before blossoms 
open. If plant lice are present add 1/3 pint Nicotine 
Sulphate (Black Leaf 40) to each 50 gallon of above 
solution. This is a very important spray, both as to 
lime and manner of applying and great care should 
be exercised. 

Second Summer Spray. Use approximately five 
quarts of commercial lime-sulphur and one pound 
arsenate of lead powder to each 50 gallons of water. 
If plant lice are present add 1/3 pint Nicotine Sul- 
phate (Black Leaf 40). Apply after most of the 
petals have fallen but before calyx lobes have closed 
over calyx tubes. This is the most important spray 
for coddling moth which destroy more apples than 
all other pests combined. 

1hird Summer Spray. In sections where apple 
blotch or bitter rot are troublesome use Bordeaux 
arsenate of lead mixture as for first summer spray. 
Where apple blotch and bitter rot do not bother re- 
peat the second summer spray. Apply about three 
weeks after petals fall. 


Fourth Summer Spray. Use Bordeaux mixture 


and arsenate of lead as for first summer spray except - 


the Bordeaux should be of weaker strength. The 
3-4-50 formula is generally recommended. As this 
spray is for the control of coddling moth (second 
brood) the time for application will vary with the 
weather conditions. Would advise getting in touch 
with your local county agent. 


Peach 


Dormant Spray. Material same as for dormant 
spray of apples. Apply in spring before buds begin. 


to burst. This spray should be applied to prevent 
leaf curl, regardless of the presence of scale. 

Caution. The following sprays for peach are Self- 
boiled Lime Sulphur (see formula elsewhere on this 
page) and not Concentrated Lime Sulphur. Con- 
centrated Lime Sulphur will destroy peach foliage 
and must not be used except for dormant spray. 
Never use Paris Green on Peach trees. 

First Summer Spray. Following the dropping of 
the blossoms apply Self-boiled Lime Sulphur to 
which has been added 114 pounds Arsenate of Lead 
Powder to each 50 gallons of Sulphur Solution. See 
formula below for the manufacture of Self-boiled 
Lime Sulphur Solution. 


Second Summer Spray. Apply three weeks later, 
using same materials as for first summer spray. For 
badly infested trees a third spray of Self-boiled Lime 
Sulphur Solution only may be applied from four to 
six weeks before fruit ripens. 


There is no control for Yellows or Rosette except 
grubbing out and burning or diseased trees where 
they grow. Never drag through orchard. 


Peach tree borers may now be controlled by a new 
_treatment known as the paradichlorobenzene method. 
This new method almost eliminates che large labor 
item of hand worming and is saia to be far more 
efficient. Consult your county or state agricultural 
agents. 


Self-Boiled Lime Sulphur 


A Fungicide for Peaches and Japanese Varieties of 
Plums. Put eight pounds of fresh lime to slake and 
while the slaking process is going on, sift over the 
lime eight pounds of finely powdered sulphur. Stir 
constantly, adding water until a thin paste is secured. 
Dilute to 50 gallons and strain into spray tank, us- 
ing immediately. 

The slaking of the lime should supply enough 
“heat to boil the mixture several minutes, but great 
care must be taken not to allow the boiling to pro- 
ceed too far. It is therefore very important to cool 
the mixture by adding cold water just as soon as the 
lumps of lime have slaked down. If the mixture is 
allowed to remain hot for fifteen or twenty minutes 


after the slaking is completed the sulphur will grad- 
ually go into solution and form commercial lime sul- 
phur which is injurious to peach foliage. 


Currants and Gooseberries 


Dormant Spray. Apply Concentrated Lime Sul- 
phur, same strength as for apples, in early spring be- 
fore buds begin to burst. This spray for control of 
San Jose Scale. 

First Summer Spray. Apply Bordeaux 4-4-50 as 
soon as first leaves appear for control of Mildew, 
Anthracnose, Leaf Spot, etc. 

If worms appear while fruit is still small, use Bor- 
deaux 4-4-50 to which has been added 1 pound of 
Arsenate of Lead Powder to each 50 gailons of Bor- 
deaux. Repeated dusting of the leaves with powdered 
hellebore will control later worms. Do not use Bor- 
deaux after fruit is half grown. Spraying with Bor- 
deaux 4-4-50 after fruit is picked is very beneficial. 


Grapes 


Dormant Spray. For control of San Jose grape 
and other scale use concentrated Lime Sulphur, same 
strength as for apples. Apply in early spring before 
the buds begin to burst. : 

First Summer Spray. Use Bordeaux mixture 4-6- 
50 plus 1% pounds Arsenate of Lead powder for 
each 50 gallons. Time when new shoots are from 8 
to 12 inches long. 


Second Summer Spray. Repeat above as soon after 
blossoming time as possible. 


Third Summer Spray. Repeat immediately after 
fruit sets. These sprays are for the control of mil- 
dew, black rot, berry moth, leaf hopper, etc. If plant 
lice are present add % pint Nicotine Sulphate and 
two pounds soap to the 50 gallon Bordeaux Lead 
solution, 

Fourth and Fifth Summer Spray. Repeat above 
15 and 30 days after third summer spray. 


Cherries and Plums 


Dormant Spray. Materials same as for dormant 
spray of apples and should be applied late in winter 
before the buds begin to burst. Plums are very sus- 
ceptible to San Jose Scale but cherries are seldom 
troubled. Cherry Scale, which is often mistaken for 
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San Jose Scale to which it is closely related, is a ser- 
ious pest in some localities. Do not take chances but 
apply the above preventative. Remove all dried or 
mummified fruit, especially plums. 


First Summer Spray. When the blossom buds 
show, but before the petals open, apply Bordeaux 
mixture: (4-4-50) to which has been added one 
pound of Arsenate of Lead Powder to each 50 gal- 
lons of Bordeaux. (For tender foliage types of plum 
such as the Japanese varieties, use Bordeaux 2-2-50 
instead of 4-4-50.) 


Second Summer Spray. Bordeaux Mixture same 
as first summer spray; apply just after petals fall. 


Third Summer Spray. (Plums.) Same as first 
and second summer spray, apply about three weeks 
after petals fall. Thin fruit so that it will not touch, 
as fruit in contact will rot in spite of the spray. If 
plant lice are present at any time, add Black Leaf 40 
to either of above Bordeaux Arsenate of Lead Solu- 
tions. 


Raspberries and Blackberries 
Dormant Spray. Apply Bordeaux Mixture 4-4- 
50 in late winter for control of Anthracnose and 


Rose Scale. 


First Summer Spray. Material same as above for 
Anthracnose and Leaf Spot. Apply when new canes 
are six inches high. Repeat three and six weeks later. 

If worms are eating leaves, add Arsenate of Lead 
Powder to first or second spray—1™% pounds to 50 
gallons of Bordeaux. 

Orange Rust cannot be controlled. Dig and burn 
all diseased plants as soon as noticed. 


Strawberries : 

Dormant Spray. Apply Bordeaux Mixture 4-4- 
50 to which has been added 1% pounds Arsenate of 
Lead Powder to each 50 gallons of Bordeaux. This 
should be applied after spring growth has started but 
before blossoms appear. Repeat in three or four 
weeks if leaf spot, leaf roller or rust is noticed. After 
fruit is picked patch should be mowed not too closely 
and when dry should be burned over, choosing a 
windy day which will cause fire to burn rapidly. 


Roses and Flowering Shrubs 


The best protection against insect attacks is vig- 
orous health. Roses that are full of vigor are seldom 
full of bugs. 


Should small green plant lice appear, apply Black 
Leaf 40. Care should be taken to thoroughly cover 
the under part of the leaves. 


Never trim. flowering shrubs in the spring or fall, 
but as soon as they are done flowering. Keep grass 
and weeds from growing around the roots. Supply 
plenty of water. 


Use Bone Meal fertilizer instead of manure and 
protect in winter. 


Potato 


In a great many communities the idea seems to 
prevail that most any kind of potato is good enough 
for seed. The American farmer will use every precau- 
tion in selecting corn and other grain for seed pur- 
poses, but will use, and in fact save, the culls from 
the previous year’s potato crop for planting. Don’t 
do it; use clean, healthy potatoes. The best is none 
too good. 


As soon as plants are three or four inches high be- 
gin spraying with Bordeaux (see directions on con- 
tainer) and repeat every day. The spray is for the 
prevention and control of Blight. If Colorado Po- 
tato Beetles are present add Arsenate of Lead Poveder, 
114 pounds to each 50 gallons of Bordeaux. For 
plant lice, use Nicotine Sulphate. 


Tomato 


Tomato leaf spot is somewhat similar to Potato 
blight and the same preventatives may be used, add- 
ing the Arsenate of Lead if horn worms are present. 
Sometimes tomatoes are attacked by a wilt disease 
which cause them to die suddenly without apparent 
reason. There is no known treatment. Destroy 
diseased plants as soon as noticed and above all use 
healthy plants in the beginning. 


Cabbage, Cauliflower, Kohl Rabi, Brussels Sprouts 


Soak seed for 15 minutes in a solution of one tea- 
spoonful of formaldehyde to one quart of water. 
This will tend to overcome black rot, black leg, club 
root and yellows. Destroy diseased plants as soon as 
noticed. 

To destroy cabbage worms use Arsenate of Lead 
Powder, one level teaspoonful to each pint of water 
(Arsenate of Lead paste use double amount), and 


add one-half cubic inch of laundry soap to each pint 
of lead solution.: If Harlequin bugs or plant lice are 
present, add Nicotine Sulphate, one teaspoonful to 
each gallon of Arsenate of Lead solution. 


Cucumbers, Melons, Squashes 


Without a doubt the greatest pests to contend with 
are the striped and spotted cucumber beetles. “The 
simplest protection is to cover young plants with 
cheese cloth (do not use mosquito netting as pests 
will go through it). If unable to do this, spray with 
Arsenate of Lead, same strength as for potatoes, to 


which may be added Bordeaux (see directions on con- 
tainer). The Bordeaux tends to drive the beetles 
away and will control leaf spot, Anthracnose or 
Downy Mildew, if same are present. If plant lice 
appear, use Nicotine Sulphate. Apply above as often 
as necessary to control the pests. Wilt is a disease 
carried by the beetles. Destroy wilted vines where 
they lay. Do not carry through the patch. 


Peas and Beans 

Pod spot_and pea weevil is carried from one year 
to next on infected seed, there is no treatment. Plant 
only clean seed free from spots and plant in different 
parts of the garden each year. For plant lice—use 
Nicotine Sulphate. 

Bean-leaf Beetle, Arsenate of Lead not to exceed 
one-nalf level tablespoonful to each quart of water. 
The young plants are very tender and only a very 
weak solution can be used. 

Where Arsenate of Lead Paste is used, use double 
the amount given for Powder.
